had simply outfought the German Army. The real 
saviors of Moscow were the men who had battled to 
the death all across Russia and bought with their 
a little precious time and space for their coun- 
try. Slowly they whittled down the effective German 
Army of 1941 from 300 to 200 to 150 toclose to 125 di- 
visions. Meanwhile the Russian generals refused to 
panic, kept reserves intact, hoarded their strength 
and coolly mastered the German iessons of maneuver. 

At last, in November, the Russians began to hit 
back, They first sensed a soft spot in the north and 
freed the railway lines to Leningrad. Next, Timo- 
shenko in the south discovered that Hitler had with- 
drawn German divisions from the Rostov area to as- 
sist in the taking of Moscow. The Germans wrongly 
considered Timoshenko's force so shattered by the 
defeats of October that it could only reel and fall. In- 
stead, Timoshenko tempted Kleist into Rostov and 
then smote him on the flank. Panic-stricken, the Ger- 
mans realized they needed troops on three fronts 
at once. They began shuttling reserves around in a 


frenzy. Finally, on Dec. 7, the same day as Pearl 
Harbor, the German center facing Moscow began to 
sway back. General Zhukov the struck with 
all he had saved, a winter army of half a million men, 

‘The German retreat began with majestic compe- 
tence, its rear guards fighting stubborn 
the loss of Kaluga, Mozhaisk and the destruction of 
six army corps, it became something never planned 
in Berlin. “Battles are won with the remnants of 
armies,” and the Russians had the best remnants. 

‘The great Red Army, which withstood such stun- 
ning shocks, is a mystery to most Americans. The 
Russians have understandably been reluctant to spill, 
their secrets to the talkative experts of the democra- 
cies. On the following pages are some of the first pic- 
tures released of the Russians in action and of cap- 
tured German material. 

Yet the Russians themselves warn th 
they are not happy about the possibility of a Ger- 
man offensive next spring.

Manila and Cavite fall to the Japs as Wavell takes supreme command in Southwest Pacific 


ManilafellonJan. 2. Forty- 
four yearsafter Dewey and 
Merritt, Japanese troops 
entered the undefended 
city of 625,000. Shortly be- 
fore the U.S. Asiatic Fleet 
had evacuated Cavite. 
After “scorching” the mil- 
itary installations to the 
carth, it left the ruins of 
its once-great base to the 
invaders and headed ap- 
parently for Singapore or 
the Netherlands Indies. Thus ended a bitter week, sec- 
ond in recent American history only to Pearl Harbor. 

In 27 days the Japanese had overrun almost all of 
Luzon, The American-Filipinoarmy of General Doug- 
las MacArthur was in rugged retreat. His forces were 
outnumbered, out-equipped. Americans with rifles 
to drive Jap planes from the 
charged at Jap tanks. 
In a skilful withdrawal, the southern part of Gen- 
eral MacArthur's army crossed Manila Bay in trans- 
ports and barges and joined the main force north- 
west of Manila on Bataan Peninsula, In this moun- 
tainous area, protected in part by the great coastal 
gunsof Corregidor and the other three fortified islands 
that guard the entrance to Manila Bay, the Americans 
and their loyal Filipino allies prepared to battle to 
the end. So long as Corregidor holds out, the Japs 
cannot use Manila harbor. The Japs therefore began 
pounding Corregidor with a venveance. For more 
than five hours 60 enemy planes banged away at the 
five-mile long rock. Said a U. S. communique after 
the raid: “There was no material damag 

Possibly because the public does not yet sense how 
much is at stake, these defeats were taken in stride. 
In some Washington quarters, however, there was 
verbal sniping at General MacArthur for the way in 
which he allegedly lost many of his available planes 
while they were still on the ground. Secretary of War 
Stimson rushed to the General's defense. Sharply he 
ridiculed reports that the Japs were half-trained 16- 
year-old kids. “The cold truth,” said Mr. Stimson, 
“ig that the Japanese are veterans and they are well 
equipped. 

In Russia the Communist Party daily, Prarda, let go 
at General MacArthur with a haymaker of another 
kind. ‘The paper called it “cowardly” to declare the 
capital an open city, and likened Manila to “a de- 
fenseless ladybug that rolls over on its back, sticking 
its legs toward the sky, when an enemy appears.” 
Later the Soviet Government repudiated the slur. 

Everywhere in the Far East there was an imper- 
ative need for arms, men and co-ordinated effort. Al- 
though it was not yet known whether arms and men 
wereon their way,agreat step forward was made in co- 
ordinating Allied effort. Named as Supreme Com- 
mander of all anti-Axis sea, land and air forces in the 
Southwest Pacific was British General Sir Archibald 
Wavell, with Major General George Brett, chief of 
the U.S. Army Air Corps, as his deputy supreme

More Mo No Autos. The war last week cor 
fronted the U. S. with an astounding prediction and 
a hard fact. President Roosevelt made the prediction. 
He said that in fiscal 1943 the U.S. would spend $50 
000,000,000, half its national income, on war. This 
$10,000,000,000 more than the total national income 
in depressed 1932, 

Bug-eyed by the talk of unprecedented billions, 
the country was more impressed by the hard fa 
thrown at it. This was the stoppage of auto produ 
tion, Donald Nelson, priorities director of OPM, or- 
dered the auto industry to stop selling new cars. The 
industry would be permitted to build 200,000 cars 
out of parts already fabricated and on hand, When 
they were used up, by about Jan. 31, no more autos 
could be built.

4 A British soldier is equal to ten Japanese, but un- 

forcunately there are eleven Japanese." That 

remark, made to me by a Tommy wounded at 

Sungei Patani, synthesizes one reason for the 
present grave situation in Malaya. 

Bue superiority in numbers is not the only 
reason, There are others equally important, 
perhaps more so. Whether Singapore will suc- 
cessfully resist, how well she will stand up under 
continuous air attacks, whether panicky ci- 
vilians will impede military operations depends 
‘on how well Singapore is prepared, mentally 
and physically, for war. We can’t compare the 
probabilities here with London's ability to stand 
and take it. The whites here are less than 1% 
of the population. Malaya has her back to the 
wall and the retention of Singapore is a touch- 
and-go affair due to the incredible and unbeliev- 
able unpreparedness right up to the moment 
when Jap bombs gave Singapore's lethargy the 
first shock in more than a half-dozen complacent 
decades. 

The atrophying malady of dying-without- 
death, best known as the “’Singapore mentality,” 
largely helped to bring the Japanese more than 
325 miles inside Malaya. For civilians this walk- 
ing death is characterized by an apathy to all

Popham worked long and hard, struggling up- 
hill against “Singapore mentality.””

The first knowledge that war was going on was 
when the Japs landed at Kota Bharu on Dec. 8. Despite 
the knowledge chat the Japs were on the move for two 
days, a blackour for Malaya was not ordered, At 4 
a, m. [received a telephone call to come to Press Rel 
tions for an important announcement. The instant I 
hung up the phone the first bombs fell on Singapore 

In few places in the world has nature conspired more 
expertly to make fighting as uncomfortable and dif- 
ficult as in the jungles, mangrove swamps and rice 
fields of Malaya. Japanese jungle methods are a curiou 
blend of naiveré, guile and imitation of German tricks 
but above all the great knowledge of jungle warfare 
is aided by an innate contempt for whites, especial 
the British. Orchodox methods—if there is such a 
thing as orthodox methods for jungle fighting—are 
forgotten in order to squeeze out the advantag, 1 
the disadvantages of nature. The Japanese are show- 
ing a peculiar ability to do this. The effectiv 
their tricks is due co surprise, daring execution, indif- 
ference to death and British underestimation of the 
enemy. 

To penetrate the jungle the Japanese are not using 
concentrated forces but thousands of more or less self 
sustaining, independent units made up of cwo to » 
men, Ic is a lightning war but related to the European 
type of blitzkrieg only in che fact that each Jap is his 
own private blitzer. Their main cask is to infilerace the 
British; cut off battalions, companies, placoons and in- 
dividuals; surround them; induce confusion and retreat; 
and inflict the largest possible casualties. Thus far, 
when the Japanese encounter strong British resistan 
or fortified positions, they prefer to go around ins} 
of making a direct assault 

To carry out such operations, Jap troops’ equipment 
is very light, consisting of shorts, singlets, reanis shoes 
steel helmets, sometimes a handkerchief with corners 
knotted on top of the head, a bag of rice, with an am- 
munition bele around the waist. Many carry commy 
guns similar co che British whereas others carry 
One of the most effective weapons they use is ¢ 
mortar which is carried on head and shoulders. The 
Japs creep behind the British, plant the mortar and 
accomplish what would ordinarily take considerable 
force

The Japanese improvise readily. In some instances, 
after a few days, it was found more effective in some 
areas to havea singlet-clad Jap run ahead with a commy 
gun, followed by a uniformed soldier carrying addi- 
tional ammunition. For some operations, in order co 
scatter the British, che Japs are using very light canks 
The most unusual trick of the Japanese is their use of 
firecrackers, ordinary Fourth of July firecrackers. One, 
two or three Japs, creeping in the jungle, get in between 
and behind the British and toss firecrackers in all direc~ 
tions. One Britisher said: “When I heard all chose 
cracks, I thought we were surrounded and said to che 
others we'd better get the bloody hell our of here."’ A 
number of British are shor down by Japanese perched 
on top of coconut palms and teak trees. Others are 
known to lie in swamps, with only their faces above 
the water, for three or four hours. Said one white 
trooper" Youneeda dozeneyes towatch these blokes.”* 

The landing operations at, andquick capture of, Kota 
Bhatu Airdrome was achieved partially in chis way: 
The first man ashore at Kota Bharu from each barge 
charged forward with a 5-ft.-wide mat made of wooden 
slats and rolled up. With a single motion, he tossed the 
mat over the top of the barbed wire, unrolling it. He 
was usually shot down but others scrambled over the 
mat and barbed wire instantly and dashed toward the 
airdrome.

rice field would be an ordinary-looking coolie 
wearing a cone-shaped straw hat and shorts or 
saréng and carrying agricultural tools. Whea 
approached by small group of soldiers, he drops 
the tools, pulls out a pistol and blazes away. 

Another favorite practice of the Japs was to 
send ahead on the road four or five cyclists and 
when the suiciders were mowed down by British 
machine gunners, their positions were revealed 
and the Japs, likewise concealed in the jungle, 
let go with ‘mortars. Now the British allow 
cyclists to pass and attack the other forces com- 
ing up. 

‘Lunching two days ago with Major General 
F, Keith Simmons, commander of the Singapore 
Fortress and one of the Far East’s best military 
brains, Iwas told: '’The best way to get the Jap- 
anese is to go in after them the same as you hunt 
out gangsters."* But that’s not simple. The Brit- 
ish job here is to transform overnight the sheep- 
herder from Australia, the Scotsman from the 
moors and the factory worker from Lancashire 
into a skulking, skilful jungle guerrilla fighter 
operating in small bands the same as the Japanese. 

Some Britons and Indians immediately adopted 
the tactics necessary to beat the Japanese. One 
company commander, who had been fighting a 
rear-guard action for twelve hours, was heavily 
outnumbered bue he fought on. His last message 
was: "We're going in. Can't last more than ten 
minutes. Goodby.” And he went into the Jap- 
infested jungle. 


Slicing off Jap heads 


While the British in the Western Desert may 
follow the dictum ‘‘Actack and pursue," here in 
Malaya the strategy may be only to delay and 
decimate. For more than two weeks the British 
have used those tactics fighting rear-guard ac- 
tions, retreating 125 miles to the Perak River. 
They arc tired after this unrelenting Jap advance 
under surprising conditions, without time to re-

The 
Japs have lose the surprise of many of their tricks 
and have lost at least 10,000 men. There is no 
want of courage among the British and they have 
the ability to profit individually, to learn lessons 
proferred cach moment. They have found that 
the Japs do not relish bayonet fighting, though 
this does not denote a lack of courage on the part 
of the Japanese whose courage is praised every- 
where as “fanatical bravery.” The fact that the 
Japs do not relish bayonet fighting is a source of 
grim satisfaction to the Gurkhas. At night the 
Gurkhas, wearing loincloths, their bodies greased 
to make themselves slippery, venture toward the 
cnemy armed only with a kukri, a 12-in. curved 
knife sharp enough for shaving. They creep up to 
the sentry, slice off his head with a single, silent 
swipe. 

As far as nature is concerned, both the British 
and Japanese are facing the same hazards. It is a 
country where the jungle undergrowth is so thick 
it is almost asphyxiating and after minutes of 
effort sweat pours down as if you were standing 
under a hot shower. The untrained ones find 
breathing difficult and it requires at least two 
months to acclimatize troops. The unearthly still- 
ness and amazing luxuriance of the greenery hem- 
ming in the narrow trails give a frightening im- 
pression of the jungle closing in. There are py- 
thons, adders, asps—in fact 132 varietiesofsnakes. 
Therearethetigerand panther, crocodiles, scream- 
ing monkeys and shy gibbon. One of the worst 
menaces are the leeches and when 20 of them are 
on your body you feel your strength draining. 
The creeping cane has three-hooked thorns and 
like a tri-fanged snake it grabs shire and skin, 
rips off clothing. Acrial vines as strong as 6-in. 
rope threaten to strangle the unwary. 

The monsoon rains are now going on and na- 
ture is unwittingly carrying on a germ warfare 
on behalf of the British. This is the 16th day 
since the war started and the incubation period 
for malaria extends from twelve to 16 days. 
Every Japanese wounded thus far has been found 
to be suffering from malaria. And the Japanese

are not using mosquito nets. Morcover shorts 
and singlet provide a greater skin area for mos- 
quito drilling. The British know it is worth 
a man’s life to sleep in jungle areas without a 
net and the British twice weekly are given ate- 
brin which is considered more effective than 
quinine. 

The British military in this warhas a ‘scorched 
earth” policy but thus far its most noteworthy 
aspect is its non-operation. At Penang vast stocks 
of rice and rubber were left for the Japanese. 
Barges and tugs were not sunk, docks not dyna- 
miced, usable public service buildings not de- 
stroyed. Although the tclephone transmitters 
were wrecked, the Penang radio station was not 
damaged. The Japanese just walked in, turned 
on the switch and immediately began blasting 
propaganda over Malaya. As far as could be de- 
termined, nowhere have food stocks been de- 
stroyed. Britain's problem was one of indecision 
—whether it was better to leave the foodstuffs 
for the natives with the hope that they would 
get it, or take the chance of having the Japanese 
appropriate it. 


Difficulties of “scorching the earth” 


Another problem is how to make the scorched- 
earth policy effective. The Japs easily live off the 
land, carry a bag of rice comfortably, subsist on 
coconuts, cane sugar, tropical fruits and berries. 
Such a diet enables the Japs to maintain fighting 
efficiency which white men could not do. It is 
obviously impossible to carry out a scorched- 
earth policy with regards to coconuts and fruits, 
and it is likewise impossible to chop down mil- 
lions of rubber trees. 

‘A few days after the outbreak of war, Licu- 
tenant General Percival, general officer com- 
manding Malaya, was talking on a most impor- 
tant long-distance call with Brooke-Popham. 
The operator interrupted: ‘Your three minutes 
have expired, sir,"’ and cut off the connection. 
The telephone company is privately owned and 
the military had failed to take it over.

Singapore is known as a city of “Chinks, 
drinks, stinks” and it would take more than 
war to change that. But war is changing the face 
of this city and is certain to change its mentality. 
The No. x problem is to win the confidence of 
the natives to avoid the panics of Penang and 
elsewhere in northern Malaya, Aside from con- 
vincing the natives that British protection means 
something—with a display of military might 
such as fighters and bombers in the skies and 
troops pushing back the Japancsc—the main 
burden of winning over the Asiatics to thwart 
panic and maintain services and food supplies de- 
volves upon Governor Thomas Shenton White- 
legge Thomas, 62, onetime governor of the Gold 
Coast Colony, handsome, shiny-faced, gray- 
haired, urbane-mannered, with casy charm and 
affability. He is credited with sympathy with 
the natives bue his record of accomplishments is 
unimpressive. Early in October I spent 50 min- 
utes with the Governor and when I emerged 
from his sanctum in the white rambling Govern- 
ment House I had the strangest sensation of 
being immersed in an urbane sea of unreality. 
My first action was to look at the calendar to see 
if this was 1941, instead of 1931, and war was 
going on. 


Singapore buckles down to fight 


One of the most serious sources of civilian un- 
easiness is the paucity of information contained 
in communiques. People are bewildered about 
the situation with the result that they listen to 
the most pessimistic, most fantastic rumors and 
due to jitteriness accept them as the true state of 
affairs. A typical example of the communiques: 
“We successfully disengaged the enemy and have 
taken up positions at the River Muda.” This is 
the first word that the Japs are 75 miles inside 
Malaya and Alor Star, Sungei Patani are lost. 
The High Command never announced the mili- 
tary evacuation of Penang. 

The playing fields of Singapore where British 
manhood kept fit are now slashed with slit trench- 
es and littered with rotted groups of benches, 
neat piles of scrap iron, antiquated steam rollers, 
filled bullock carts to prevent enemy aircraft 
landings. Several rows of barbed wire surround 
the harbor front. Plate glass is pasted up with

strips of paper and many shops have boarded up 
windows and are fast building splinter-blocking 
walls between front and street. Jewelry shops 
have emptied show cases and placed stocks in 
steel vaults in the event of fire and looting. The 
death penalty has been instituted for looting and 
treachery. During alerts the search goes on for 
Fifth Columnists flashing lights skyward. Black- 
out is most effective and filled with dangers. Chi- 
nese and Malay guards, many of whom speak 
only the English word ‘"Hale!”’ or use the Malay 
synonym "Brenti!”’ shriek the words out of the 
darkness with a roar more frightening than fall- 
ing bombs. More important, they all have itchy 
trigger fingers. Every now and then somebody 
is shot and killed. 

There is a 500% increase in autos offered for 
sale. Gasoline rations will be reduced one-half 
by the firse of January. The statue of Sir Stam- 
ford Raflles at the front of the Victoria Theatre 
remains unsandbagged. The snake charmer still 
does business in front of the Rafiles Hotel. Euro 
peans are moving out of the downtown area to 
the outskirts and native servants in hotels and 
stores want to do the same. Many people are 
bleary-eyed, not from Singapore dissipation but 
from all-night fire-watching and working in can- 
teens. Under orders from the Passive Defense 
Services’ director, the Sultan of Johore’s zoo has 
been eliminated. The Sultan's favorite orangou- 
tan was sent to Sumatra for safekeeping. 

Singapore is crowded with evacuces, mostly 
women and children from Bangkok, Penang, 
Alor Star, Kuala Kangsar, Ipoh, Kuala Lumpur, 
staying with friends and at hotels, grimly re- 
counting experiences, joining local defense serv- 
ices and pushing on toward Australia. Trucks 
filled with sheets of rubber rumble through the 
streets as of old. People are warned to keep bath- 
tubs full of water in case of interruptions in the 
water supply and to fight fires. Authorities are 
allowed to requisition liquor anywhere in the 
Federated States. The latest war racket concerns 
sandbags. One dealer charged $30 for 100 bags of 
sand. 

Malay youths fresh from kampongs, Chinese 
clerks and bearded Sikhs are joining up in the 
services. Everyone is urged co wear an identifi- 
cation disk and all persons of whatever nation- 
ality must register in order to weed out Fifth 


Columnists and check faulty lists. Every day half 
a dozen profiteers are fined. For instance, a Chi- 
nese who overcharged a half-cent for a hen's egg 
was fined $50 U. $. and another Chinese was 
fined $425 for selling salt for 3¢ instead of 14¢. 
Penalties for blackout violations are likewise 
most severe. An Indian was fined $500 for flash- 
ing a torch near a military camp and refusing to 
heed the “Halt!” 


Night life is tame 


Soldiers are too busy and civilians too preoc- 
cupied at present to pursuc usual entertainments. 
This city, where there are about 200 officers for 
cach girl, no longer secs these girls and Singa- 
pore now has the most meager and tamest night 
spots. The girls are working in canteens, as nurs~ 
es and in voluntary services. Dancing continues 
at the Raffles nightly but the dancers are mostly 
upcountry evacuees. The best restaurant remains 
French Chef Cyrano’s which was declared out of 
bounds last June because officers tended to drop 
information toward the cars of attractive girls. 
Seaside Cocoanut Grove, where Cowan and Bailey 
sang and played double cntendre songs, has 
closed down because it is located in the military 
area. The military took over the Pavilion and 
Capital cinemas mainly to secure their air-condi- 
tioning system, leaving only the new grandiose 
Cathay and the antiquated waterfront Alham- 
bra, both air-conditioned. 

Within the presene crucible of changes going 
on in Singapore's life, mores, outlook and future 
—within Malay kampongs, jampacked Chinese 
quarters, among coolies working on rubber plan- 
tations and in tin mines, even among prostitutes 
of Lavender Street, Singapore's “Street of Sin” 
—may be clements for coughening the spirit of 
Asiatics and Europeans. Perhaps there will be 
brewed from the spirit of those already ashamed 
of the headlong evacuation from Penang the will 
to exceed Hong Kong's resistance and even emu- 
late Malta, That there is civilian fortitude re- 
mains to be seen, Among soldiers there is greater 
probability. An officer expressed to me the feel- 
ing which I find prevails among troops: “I am 
sick and tired of evacuations. Iam ready to die in 
Singapore because it is noc worth while to go on 
living if we must have another evacuation,””

A LAST LOOK AT EUROPE 


ON A FLYING TRIP AROUND THE CONTINENT AN AMERICAN SEES NATIONS AND STATESMEN AT WAR 


I October rgq1 it was plain that time was run- 
ning out fast for anyone going to the continent 
of Europe. And Iwas planning to go a long way 
—from New York to Finland, and down through 
the Continent—Sweden, Germany, France, Spain, 
Gibraltar and Portugal. 

After three months’ labor by the North Amer- 
ican Newspaper Alliance in obtaining all the 
other countries’ visas, the Foreign Office in Ber- 
lin refused my transit visa through Germany the 
day before my Clipper date. It was a case of 
calling off the trip altogether or leaving the next 
morning, so I had to get busy. I had heard of a 
high-alticude diplomatic-mail plane that occa- 
sionally crossed the North Sea between Scotland 
and Sweden. Though neither Lord Halifax nor 
Mr. Brostrom, the Swedish Minister in Wash- 
ington, had the facts, it was the only possible 
chance. 

Under our passport regulations no passport 
good for Germany is also good for England. Mrs. 
Shipley, chicf of the Stace Department's Passport 
Division, killed my German validation that 
afternoon and substituted England. Sir Gerald 
Campbell's office got a British visa for me that 
night and I rook off in the Dixie Clipper the next 
morning.

had arranged to meet. I knew he could help me 
on the Swedish end if he would. He was going 
directly to Stockholm. We arrived in Lisbon by 
way of Bermuda and the Azores, Oct. 11. I said 
goodby to Prince Charles, who boarded a 
Deutsche Lufthansa plane at the Sintra Airport, 
and sent a wire to Ronald Tree, an old friend in 
London, now adviser to the American Division 
in Brendan Bracken’s Ministry of Information, 


asking him to help me get to Finland. He wired 
back at once telling me he did not know how but 
that he would try. He advised me to come on to 
London and extended me a first priority on the 
next plane out of Lisbon. 

I flew to London, 1,200 miles, in a Douglas 
DC-3 with the Dutch crew who had originally 
taken this plane off the airfield at Rotterdam 
when the Germans burst into Holland. They 
headed far out to sea and cut in to England from 
the west. In the early afternoon the pilot told 
me to look below. I couldn't sce anything except 
the rolling ocean. “That,” said the smiling 
Dutchman, “is where the Bismarck went down.” 
We were 400 miles off the coast of France. 

‘As soon as I got to London, U. $. Ambassador 
Winant was generous enough to take a hand in 
my problem, along with Ronald Tree. Further, 
I found that Prince Charles had spoken to King 
Gustav about my predicament and the Swedish 
Embassy had communicated with the British 
Foreign Office. 

It was up to the Air Ministry. The plane to 
Sweden had run only six or seven times because 
it was a bad flight and the diplomatic mail from 
Scandinavia accumulated slowly, now that 
England had broken off relations with Finland.

next trip, the first American so favored. They did 
not know when they could bring me back. It'was 
strictly a one-way proposition. 

On Oct. 25 Captain Herbertson of the Air 
Ministry gave me the flash. I caught the sleeper 
for Edinburgh, to fly the next night. At the 
North British Station Hotel there I contacted 
the private telephone number Herbertson had 
given me and received crisp instructions to take 
a troop train north at 8:15 that evening. I board- 
ed the train in the blackout at Waverley Station. 
Te was packed with full-kitted soldiers who were 
only shadows under the pin-point lights, silent 
and huddled, unable to read or to see each other, 
quict except for the rattle of their equipment or 
an occasional word. 

Istood up three hours in that train. Then I got 
off at a shed in the moors. The train echoed away 
and I stood suddenly at the end of the world. It 
was certainly no cinch to get to Finland. There 
was a car at the other side of the embankment, 
lights out. I heard my name spoken, went over 
to the car and a stranger greeted me as cheerily 
as though there were really life on those starless 
wastes 

Twenty minutes later we passed a sentry gate 
into the enclosure of an endless airdrome, 
through row after row of tomblike hangars, 
strange gray phantoms on the hazy moor. We 
reached a small shed at the edge of the flying 
ficld itself. Inside, behind the blackout curtain, 
young pilots of the Fighter Command fitted me 
into my parachute. The plane was waiting in the 
shadows. Its guns were dismantled, since we 
were heading for a neutral port. There was not a 
light on the field as we took off, not even guide 
lights for the run. The motors let out a blast, the 
blocks were pulled and the ship fought itself 
into the air. 

A few minutes later we were over the North 
Sea, head on into the German bomber route 
from Jutland and the Norwegian coast. Finally 
we leveled off at 15,000 ft. and settled into the 
run. I slapped on my oxygen helmet. And then 
they came. German bombers, black monsters 
relentlessly in line, winging like weird beasts 
from another world, lifeless and terrible, burst- 
ing with trouble ac the tilt of any gunner's 
turret. 

Our motors fanned and roared as we tried to 
climb. Our only protection was clouds or alti- 
tude, and there were no clouds. We hit 25,000 ft. 
and stayed there. No pressure suit, no heating or 
insulation, just supercharged engines in a mass 
of roaring power and a fuselage that shook like 
a leaf and rattled like bones as the cold contract- 
ed it at the awful height. It was 20° below zero 
in that plane. The altitude turns you inside out. 
Your legs, stomach, joints and ears get it quick- 
ly. A parachute harness is heavy. You can’t see 
even the floor in the pitch dark and you haven't 
the strength to move in any direction when you 
fly up there without special equipment. So, 
strapped in your place, you just take it. Before 
long you can hardly lift your hand, even to 
clear the ice which forms from your breath in- 
side your oxygen gear. Your eyes go bad. Your 
fingers won't work. You feel that this must be 
like drowning, a roar through the darkness the

After five hours we hit the turn in the Skager- 
rak. We landed at Stockholm at dawn. I got a 
little Swedish plane at Stockholm-Bromma Air- 
por to Finland. This was easy going, 
across the Baltic, over the frozen lakes and 
forests, with a stop at Abo for gas. I went right 
to the Presidentin Linna, the president's palace, 
aded at Helsinki.

A week with Finland's president 


I spent a week with Finland's president. No 
man could have displayed greater confidence in 
the power of the truth and none could have ar- 
rived at the truth more openly than he did with 
me. The situation in Finland was tragic. It was 
total war, with 80,000 women, the famous Lot- 
tas, helping at the front. 

Sitting in his library day after day, walking in 
the lovely hills around Helsinki, standing with 
the soldiers in their barracks and in the field, 
this calm and determined man led me through 
every refinement of Finland's problem and Fin- 
land's policy. Going into the immense General 
Staff Room time and again to point out with 
meticulous care each question of German par- 
ticipation, the exact location and strength of all 
Finnish units from the White Sea to Lake Lado- 
ga, giving every known particular of Russian 
strength and deployment to highlight the prob- 
lem of Finland’s defense, he showed me the suc- 
cessive stages of what would have happened if 
his country had not accepted German assistance. 

I told the President how we in America felt, 
that through receiving German assistance Fin- 
land was voluntarily or involuntarily being in- 
ducted into Hitler's ‘New Order.”” “There is no 
alignment in Finland with Germany's idcologi- 
cal and totalitarian policies," he told me. ‘The 
Finnish people are interested only in developing 
the historic, political and social order of this 
republic. We are only in the w: inst the 
Russians. This is a continuing and very old prob- 
lem of my country. We are trying to defend our- 
selves as best we can.” The U. S., in opposition 
to Finland, was taking the only position it could 
possibly take. He understood that. The President 
was not angry about it, He was just sad 

Back in Stockholm, a nervous city, all I could 
think of was how much better off the Swedes 
were than the Finns. Prime Minister Per Albin 
Hansson, a solid and forthright man of the peo- 
ple, and Christian Gunther, the Swedish Foreign 
Minister, told me pointedly that Sweden meant 
to help Finland in their war but could not do 
much more than in Finland's Russian War of 
1939-40. Sweden now had her own serious prob- 
Jem of national defense.

I devoured the Swedish butter, mar- 
veled at the fuel-from-charcoal trailers hitched 
behind every automobile, and found it a little 
hard to get used to the lights, for Stockholm is 
not blacked out. 

Travel in Europe in 1941 is a matter of wangling 
yourself into a country and then working your 
way out as best you can. In Helsinki I had put my 
transportation problem upto PresidentRyti. Itold 
him the British didn’t know when they could 
bring me back and that Iwas up against it for the 
rest of my trip. Lasked the President if he would 
goafter the German Foreign Office tochange their 
refusal so thatI could go about my business down 
through the Continent. With a twinkle in his 
eye, he told me he would do this personally, and 
he did.

President Ryti had Foreign Minister Witting direct the Finnish 
Minister in Berlin to call ac Von Ribbentrop's office and ask for my 
transportation through Germany in the name of the President. T 
never saw anything work so fast. Our State Department in Washing- 
ton notified the American Legation in Stockholm to kill my English 
validation and to replace the right to go through Germany. The 
German Embassy in Stockholm issued my visa accordingly and, then 
and there, the Gestapo closed in on me. I was never again to lose 
these boys and girls any place in Europe. 

The indescribably brutal Terror Section of the Gestapo operates, 
make no mistake about it, and the murders and torcures in our Nazi 
movies are hardly overdrawn. But the main body of the Gestapo are 
mild little men clutching to their jobs on the public payroll. They 
look and act very much like claim adjusters for a small insurance 
company. And they are very poor detectives. Hitler's government is 
the largest bureaucracy in the world anyway and with 80,000 to 
90,000 of these secret snoopers getting into everybody's business, the 
whole system is a terrible mess. The result: unless it is absolutely 
necessary to do something in Germany today, no German does any- 
thing. 

The procedure was to siphon me into the Gestapo system every 
time I needed something—an identity card, a room in the hotel, 
food-ration tickets, the privilege of sending a telegram from the 
police station, a flying pass or an exit visa. You just have to talk to 
endless people all over town, answer the same questions time and 
again. The technique is never to resist the Gestapo. If you do you 
get hopelessly bogged down. Don’t try to shake them. Always ab- 
sorb them. Tell them more than they ask, so they consider them- 
selves good questioners. They will steal money and cigarets when 
they go through your luggage, but not much else. 


Flying into a dreary Germany 


Count Carl Gustav von Rosen, the famous Swedish pilot, flew me 
to Berlin. We checked into the German aerial defense system at a 
radio control-point rendezvous over a camouflaged farmhouse on the 
Riigen Peninsula of Germany, repeated this over the military field at 
Stettin, made a local check-in at Berlin's defense outposts and landed 
close by an anti-aircraft baccery at Tempelhof. 

Goring, Von Ribbentrop ef al. were on Hitler’s armored train at 
the Russian front. The Foreign Office people were plainly reseneful 
because Von Ribbentrop, always as close as he could get to the 
Fahrer’s coattails, was seldom in Berlin. Hans Dieckhoff, Hitler's 
last Ambassador to the U. S., spoke for Von Ribbentrop at the 
Wilhelmstrasse. He continually referred to himself as “still the Ger- 
man Ambassador to your country" and, in general, gave me a com- 
plete Nazi going-over. This is quite a thing for an American to sit 
and hear and I got pretty tired of it. 

It is very dreary in Berlin. The food is neither as good nor as 
plentiful as in London and exceedingly monotonous. Saccharin is 
used everywhere. Prices are reasonable but you cannot buy anything 
without ration tickets, which are very complicated. There are no 
taxis and, of course, no private cars. After 9 p. m. no vehicle is 
allowed on the streets and the vacant, blacked-out avenues, lit only 
by the moon, give the immense city an ceric atmosphere. Great crowds 
move along the sidewalks. There is only the strange sound of shuf- 
fling feet. There are no buses, no horns, no purring of motors, just a 
surge of people walking and breathing in a great serpentine mass. 

The wide boulevard through the Tiergarten, ironically named 
Peace Avenue, is camouflaged to look half its width. High poles 
have been erected for several miles along the curb and in the middle 
of this street. A web of green matlike cloth is hung across them, 
forming an arbor tunnel through which traffic passes. At Tempelhof 
Airdrome, and all over Germany, this same material is thrown over 
the wingtips and tails of all bombers on the field, making them 
look smaller from above by blotting out their size. 

Dancing is forbidden and there is simply nothing to do in the eve- 
ning. After 9 o'clock the Esplanade, Eden and Adlon hotel lobbies 
are deserted. If you are away from home when an alert sounds, you 
have to stay where you are for the night. Women dress very plainly, 
wear no make-up or lipstick. Even at Horcher’s, which remains the 
best and most exclusive restaurant in Berlin, no one wears evening 
clothes. 

“How is it in America?" everyone asks. “We are getting stronger 
every day,” you say, and they pause a little. Germany is a Wagnerian 
world. Only the stars above, as you look out of your window at 
night, scem real.

eral bomb-proof steel doors, where a single sentry is stationed. 

In the main tunnel is a tremendous hospital with soo beds, three 
complete operating rooms, the wireless station and a food-storage 
chamber covering the equivalent of a city block. Two thousand tun- 
nelers are working 24 hours a day. There were two miles of tunnels 
when the war started; today there are ten. Twenty thousand men 
can live in this Rock indefinitely. 

The Strait is open, and the British Naval Command told me that 
it will stay open no matter what happens in Spain. The Spanish guns 
on the mainland, in the adjacent Algeciras area, unquestionably can 
reduce the harbor at will. With the guns in Spanish Morocco they 
have a crossfire over the Strait and command the Narrows between 
Gibraltar and the Atlantic. But Vice Admiral Sir George Frederick 
Edward-Collins could bring his convoys through at night and is 
fully prepared to do so. 

Idrove to Malaga and flew back to Madrid. When I got there Sir 
Samuel told me he had been sending daily reports of our conversa 
tions to London. Would I make a detour to London instead of going 
right home? This detour meant I would have to give up my Clipper 
passage, hope for a new one on the next plane. Things were tighten- 
ing up awfully fase all over the world. This was certainly no time to 
give up a Clipper passage, and I knew it. 

Italked it over with Ambassador Weddell and gave up the Clipper. 
But now my passport was good for Germany and not for England. 
Our Embassy killed the German validation again. For the second 
time they stamped it good for England instead. Sir Samuel promised 
me the British would take me out of Lisbon the following day if I left 
Madrid that afternoon, and that they would take me back from Lon- 
don to Lisbon any day I needed to get there for the next Clipper. 


Lisbon, London and back to Lisbon 


I flew to Lisbon Wednesday afternoon and got up at 4 o'clock in 
the morning to catch the London plane at Sintra. It was morning, 
noon and night in London this time. I spent the weekend with 
Bracken. On Tuesday I was notified that I was set on the Clipper 
leaving Lisbon Thursday; I telephoned Captain Herbertson and the 
British took me back vo Lisbon the next day. At Lisbon, I spent two 
hours with Dr. Antonio Salazar, the Prime Minister of Portugal, 
and unquestionably one of the ablest men in the world today. Thad 
a good many ways of finding out things and they all added up to 
one word: TROUBLE. And trouble coming quick. 

Then the Japs bombed Honolulu. On Thursday, Dec. 11, sitting 
alone up in his bedroom with Judge Bert Fish, our Minister to 
Portugal, I heard Adolf Hitler talk an hour and 4o minutes and 
declare war on the U. S. at 226 p. m. Lisbon time. 

Heft on the Clipper that night. They threw off the mail, ripped out 
the berths, put aboard an extra crew, and lifted the ship off the bay at 
30’clock in the morning. We slept on the floor. With the radio silenced 
the Clipper flew 2,250 miles down to Bolama, Portuguese West Africa, 
just below Dakar. We gassed there at that little native outpost and 
Friday night started across the South Atlantic to Natal, 1,812 miles, 
reaching Brazil atdawn Saturday. On Dec. 15 Iwas back in New York. 


In the course of my trip I obtained information which, now that 
we are at war, must remain confidential. But my general conclusions 
can be summed up as follows: 

Fundamentally Germany is fighting a holding operation on the 
Continent until it can launch a powerful Navy. Hitler knows he 
cannot win with his army alone. 

In Hitler's basic conception there are two wars. One is the great 
Civil War of Europe, which started in Spain and is now at the climax 
in the action between Germany and Russia. The great Civil War of 
Europe is the only war Germany planned. This is the war she could 
win. This is the war for the continental Pax Germanica. The other is 
the Inter-Ocean War, which Germany did not plan, was always 
determined to avoid, and can only lose. 

From the outsct of its Civil War program, Germany counted on an 
English reaction toward continental Europe similar to England’s 
nonintervention policy toward Spain. As always, Hitler advertised 
the attack he did not intend to make. He sang, “We March Against 
England,” and shouted this strategy in order to soften the Continent 
for his onslaught and facilitate his conquest of France, which then 
looked much harder to him than it turned out to be. 

With the fall of France, Hitler did not attempt to invade England 
—a fact which still puzzles most British—because from the very 
beginning he had not planned to cross the Channel and was not pre

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pared to do so. In addition to the improbability of its success, there 
was never any place for the invasion in the Civil War of Europe con- 
cept. Indeed the attempt itself would have made certain the Inter- 
Ocean War, which Hitler hoped to avoid. 

Hitler was not convinced that the Inter-Ocean War was unavoid- 
able until the British refused his false “‘peace"” offered after Dunkirk. 
Then Hitler finally sent his bombers against the British Isles in Aug- 
ust and September 1940. They carried his only hope, which was first 
to obtain absolute supremacy of the air and to go on from there as 
best he could with makeshift equipment hastily commandecred. Al- 
though the Germany of August 1939 was an arca of economic insuf- 
ficiency, so is the whole of Hitler's Europe. Contrary to popular 
belief, as Germany conquers one country after another it docs not 
accomplish sufficiency. It only enlarges its area of insufficiency 

The economic resources of the Continent will sustain Germany's 
military machine. But they will not sustain commercial life and give 
a living co the people at peace, even though the entire Continent is 
organized solely for Germany's benefit. The immense population 
from the Atlantic co the Urals cannot live to work for Germany un- 
less they are given food and clothes, shelter and heat, tools and 
transportation, oil and coal, animals and raw materials. And Ger- 
many cannot supply these without selling abroad what is grown and 
manufactured in Europe. Germanic Europe, the hoped-for fruit of the 
great Civil War, must trade with the world. To do so Hitler must 
Taunch his flect and break the sea bonds of the British Empire and the 
U,S. And he must invade England to finish this action. Hitler will try 
it unless an English invasion of the Continent draws him clsewhcre. 

The Germans established their position in North Africa for wo 
reasons. The first is that Germanic Europe, engaged in the Inter- 
Ocean War, must have North Africa to live. Salazar, among the 
most highly regarded economists in the world in such matters, told 
me this point-blank. The second reason Germany must hold its posi- 
tion in Africa is to threaten the rear of any force which tries to in- 
vade Europe on the soft underside of the sprawling German turtle, 
the side bordering on the whole Mediterranean. 

The British in turn know that this German position must be 
cleaned out no matter what it costs or they cannot win the war. 
This is an immense undertaking and the British cannot do it alone. 
An invasion of Europe waits upon troops from the U. S 

Although Japan's own plans in the Orient are immense and are basi- 
cally independent of the Axis, the Japanese attack was timed toaid Hit- 
ler’s strategy in Africa. Hitler hoped to divert the U. S. from the sup- 
port in Africa on which the British must depend while at the same 
time he diverted from Russia cnough of his force to stop the British. 

Had Hitler been able to complete his original strategy, which was 
to seize, organize and exploit the continent of Europe before he at- 
tacked the world, he might have made good the economic, social 
and racial promises with which National Socialism lured the Ger- 
man people. As it is, the German people are apathetic. They do not 
know why they are ensnared but they feel it. They feel that this con- 
flict, taken as a whole, is not as the Fiihrer planned it. The additional 
Inter-Ocean War, and the failure of the occupied countries to embrace 
National Socialism, both of which came as a profound surprise to 
the Nazi leadership, are the towering miscalculations of modern 
times. Meanwhile, the European problems for England and ourselves 
are: on one hand, to keep Germany from gaining the African area 
which she must have to sustain the continental people working for 
her; and on the other hand, to invade the Continent from the Af- 
rican and other positions before Germany builds her Navy to such 
strength as to break all bounds.
